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Fruits of Victory. 


The storming of the Bapaume Ridge 
precipitated great German 
which began in March from the Noyon 
salient to the Hindenburg line covering 
Douai, Cambrai, and St. Quentin, Sir 
Douglas Haig’s report yesterday at once 
suggests a parallel. Exactly a week after 
the fall of the Messines Ridge a new re- 
tiring movement by the enemy is disclosed. 
We shall be well advised, however, not to 
jump to any hasty conclusion upon evi- 
dence which as yet is wholly insufficient 
to warrant it. The retirement reported 
yesterday..may prove to be the béginning 
of another extensive retreat; but there is 
an explanation of a purely local character 
which may reasonably account for it. 
The front on which the enemy have 
abandoned “important sections of their 
first line defensive system is a front of 
some three miles immediately south of the 
Messines Ridge, forming a slightly salient 
position which is dominated from the 
ridge. In the position thus dominated 
the Germans were enclosed in an angle of 
rivers. The Lys in this part of its course 
flows in a general direction from south- 
west to north-east, and this river the 
enemy had at their backs. Into the Lys, 
uniting with it at Warneton, some two 
east of Messines, ‘the Douve 
from the west, while another 
stream, the Warnave, bisects the 
angle of land between the Douve and the 
Lys. The whole area is low-lying and 
marshy, and bridges over the rivers are 
infrequent, The front of retirement ex- 
tends from the point where the enemy's 
lines cross the Lys, immediately north- 
east of Armentiéres, northwards to the 
hamlet of St. Yves, above the southern 
bank of the Douve.

larger significance. 

If this movement should, indeed, prove 
to be the beginning of an extensive re- 
treat, we should be entitled to infer that 
the enemy’s situation is a great deal worse 
than at the moment we have reason to 
suppose it to be. Such a retreat in this 
area would be a very different matter from 
the retreat in Picardy which followed the 
capture of the Bapaume Ridgé. There 
the Germans were able to evacuate a wide 
tract of territory without any very serious 
sacrifice, material or moral. It is other- 
wise with the part of the front where they 
are now under pressure. An extensive 
retirement here would mean immediately 
the loss of the industrial districts of the 
Franco-Belgian border centring upon Lille, 
and ultimately the loss of Belgian 
Flanders. Tho material value of these dis- 
tricts to the enemy is enormous, and the 
loss of prestige involved in sacrificing them 
would be very grave. ‘That the enemy 
should yield them without a desperate 
struggle to retain them is scarcely con- 
ceivable, unless their case is worse than 
we know. Such a struggle is now in pros- 
pect. ,Sir Douglas Haig’s operations are 
developing into a definite threat to the 
German positions covering Lille. | While 
the enémy 's retirement is being closely 
followed up on the Ypres side of the great 
Lille salient, activity is renewed on the 
Arras side of it. A successful operation 
on that front is announced in Sir Douglas 
Haig s second report. The enemy's posi- 
tions occupying the last high ground east 
of Monchy, south of the Scarpe valley, 
possession of which has been stubbornly 
contested on a number of occasions, were 
stormed on a front of three-quarters of a 
mile. The whole of our objectives were 
gained, and nearly two hundred prisoners 
were taken. The action appears to have 
been another successful example, on a 
minor scale, of the “short-range” offen- 
sive which was employed with such per- 
fection at Messines. Offensives of this 
character may show comparatively small 
results so far as the extent of ground 
gained is concerned, but their moral im- 
portance must not be under-estimated. 
When the operations on the Somme were 
brought to an untimely end last autumn 
by adverse weather, the German Armies 
were well on the way to demoralisation. 
There are signs that the process, which 
the winter s respite enabled the enemy to 
check, more action. Offen- 
sives limited in scope, but completely 
successful within those limits, secure the 
full moral effect of victory. Repeated 
defeats, making plain to the Germans the 
superiority of their adversaries, are a sure 
means of inducing rapid demoralisation. 
The only question, as Sir Douglas Haig 
said in his order to General Sir Herbert 
Plumer, congratulating the Second Army 
upon the victory of Messines, is how much 
longer the German troops can endure the 
repetition of such blows. 
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The Liqucr Trade. 


The Government has in mind a very 
large scheme for the purchase of the whole 
liquor trade of the United Kingdom. This 
fact is made clear by Mr. Bonar Law's 
replies to questions in the House of Com- 
mons yesterday. He said that the Govern- 
ment is now in consultation with repre- 
sentatives of the trade; that it 1s appoint- 
ing separate commissions of inquiry 
England, Seigand, and Ireland; and that, 
while it has~ not reached an absolutely 
definite decision, it is convinced that State 
purehase would be the best method. Of 
eourse a measure so far-reaching and costly 
cannot be taken without the consent 
Parliament, and the manner in which Mr. 
Law was “heckled” shows that the prin- 
ciple of State purchase has enemies in the 
House of Commons. We know, too, that 
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the temperance party is divided on the sub- | 
ject, and that a strong section of it is | 
utterly opposed to the State's acceptance | 


of the smallest responsibility for the sale 
of drink. We think, hewever, that the 
Government is right in believing—as, 
dently, it does believe—that it can pass 
an equitable measure of State purchase 
with the general approval of «Parliament 
and the country. A full scheme for the 
whole Kingdom weuld involve an expendi- 
of not than four hundred mil- 
lions—a vast appropriation to social re- 
form in these days ot war. It is not im- 
probable, therefore, that the Government 
may adopt ‘the policy of progressive pur- 
chase—-a graduat control of public-houses, 
accompanied by a gradual extinction of 
superfluous breweries and distilleries and 
of redundant sucences. The Irish trade 
ought to realise that the prospect of State 
purchase is imminent, and ought to be 
prepared with clear decisions not merely as 
to what it wants, but as to what, in the 
last emergency, it would be willing to take. 
It must give equally careful thought to 
both aspects of the case. On the one 
hand, it is entitled to just and reasonable 
treatment. It has grown up under the pro- 
teoting wyis of the State, and has poured 
many millions into the State’s coffers. 
If it is to be expropriated now,. only the 
extreme temperance fanatics will deny that 
it is entitled to fair compensation. On fhe 
other hand, the trade will be wise to re- 
cognise that it has fallen permanently on 
evil days, and will never recover the un- 
shackled prosperity which it enjoyed be- 
fore the war. The restrictions on output 
will not vanish wholly with the passing 
of the present need for the conservation of- 
food supplies. State Socialism has come to 
stay in every department of administra- 
tion, and in future—State purchase or no 
State purchase—the sale of drink will be 
controlled with, ‘strict regard to public 
health and to the people s economic and 
industrial eficiency. British Governments 
are likely to become rather less than more 
generous to the ‘‘trade’’ as they come 
more and more under the influence of 
State Socialism. Therefore, when they are 
asked to consider an early offer from the 
present Government, lrish manufacturers 
and traders must remember the old story 
of the Sibylline books. It is admitted 
that we have a lamentable superfluity of 
public-houses—the total is just under

number of them and the better manage 
ment of many of the others would confer 
an enormous bénefit on [réland. In this 
matter, therefore, there need be no conflict 
of interests between the liquor trade, the 
general public, and the large majority of 
temperance reformers. If the trade is pre- 
pared to meet reasonably a reasonable offer 
from the Government, its case will have an 
excellent claim to the support of all classes 
atid parties in Ireland.

Rewatds for Vigilance. 


The Admiralty'’s statement giving parti- 
culars of the awards for successful action 
in self-defence against submarines, and 
for reports concerthing mines, may have 
been suggested by the increase in the 
number of ships sunk during the past 
week. It also indicates a forin of National 
Service for these taking a heliday by the 
sea, as well as for those who “ odeupy 
their business in great waters.” One 
thousand pounds are offered for the 
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eapture or destruction of an énemy sub- 
marine or other ship of war. Should the 
enemy vessel be merely damaged, the award 
is £300, and for information. which leads 
to the sighting and chasing of the hostile 
ship or submarine £200 is offered. It is 
evident that the merchant vessel which 
is armed for defensive purposes is com- 
paratively safe from submariné attack. 
Since the beginning of May 140 British 
vessels have been unsuccessfully attacked. 
In how many instances the results were 
disastrous to the enemy we cannot say, 
but we may be fairly certain that a con- 
siderable numbér of submarines was thus 
destroyed. Many of the losses which we 
sustain are due to the mines that continue 
to be sown industriously along the shipping 
routes. The Admitalty offers to merchant- 
men one pound for every mile travelled off 
the course in order to report quickly the 
movements of vessels engaged in mine-lay- 
ing or other hostile action. Fishermen 
and others are asked not to destroy mines 
unless this can be done by rifle fire or at a 
distance of not less than 200 yards. The 
award for the destruction thus effected is 
£5 or £10, but no compensation is payable 
for damage sustained in the operation. 
Similar awards are offered for reports of 
the position of a moored or drifting mine, 
when such report leads to the destruction 
of the mine. Reports should be made to a 
patrol vessel or coastguard station. In 
many cases drifting mines are washed up 
on shore, and where these mines are re- 
covered an award of £1 is granted. 
Yachtsmen, fishermen, and others who are 
specially observant have here opportunities 
of good service and “ some reward beside.”

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STOPPAGE OF ENGLISH RACING. 
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RACECOURSE ASSOCIATION’S PROTEST. 

In accordance with a resolution passed at the 
general meeting of the Racecourse Association, 
Limited (representing the majority of race- 
course companies in the country), Mr. H. W. F. 
A: Williams, the Chairman, has addressed the 
following representation to the Prime Minister, 
and has received an official acknowledgment :— 

"Over two years having now elapsed since 
the Government took steps to restrict race meet- 
ings in Great Britain, this Association ventures 
to call your attention to the severo loss and 
hardships which have now so long been endured 
by racecourse oe and those dependent 
upon them for their living. The grievances 
whieh this Association especially desires to bring 
ty your notice are:—(1) hat, although the 
Defence of the Realm (Losses) Commission was 
formed to deal with ‘direct and substantial 
loss. incurred through the exercise of the Crown 
of its rights and duties in tne defence of the 
realm,’ that Commission has so far refused re- 
lief on the ground that it has no jurisdiction to 
give compensation in these cases of admitted 

ardship. (2) Although this Association is glad 
to see that racing in Ireland is permitted, it 
is submitted that, in equity, similar treatment 
should be granted to this country, especially 
as it cannot be disputed that the horse-breeding 
industry in England is of greater importance 
than in the sister isle. 

“We also respecifully urge that it is not in 
accordance with English justice to prohibit with- 
out compensation a business in one part of the 
Kingdom and allow it m another. The pro- 
hibition during the past two yeare has already 
caused very serious financial troubles, which 
must soon lead to Gisaster unless relief is 

ranted at an early date. Quite apart from 

nancial considérations, the members of this 
Association, on national grounds, view wiih the 
gravest concern the risk of losing for this 
country the supremacy in all branches of horse- 
breeding ‘(only attained after centuries of en- 
deavour and expenditure), whieh will inevitably 
result if the prohibition is continued, especially 
having regard to the faoi that racing has not 
been prohibited in any of the enemy countries. 

“We feel it ia our duty towards t we 
represent to bring these matters to your notice, 
and trust vou will be qood enough to give them 
your consideration before you meet the Jockey 
Club deputation.”

A visit to some of the districts affected 
by the raid yesterday shows that damage 
was done in many directions.

The school where the tiny children were 
killed is in a poor district, and the bomb 
made only a little hole in the roof, ex- 
ploding inside the building. Apart from 
the hole in the roof, the building is quite 
undamaged. Five bombs fell on a railway 
station, smashing a dining car and killing 
and wounding several men. 

The question as to the advisability of 
issuing public warning of coming raids has 
been revived by yesterday's incidents. It 
would not be difficult to devise a system of 
warnings, but it is doubtful whether it 
would have the desired effect of keeping 
the people indoors. When it became 
known yesterday that a raid was taking 
place there was a rush to the streets and 
roofs in order that the sight might be 
witnessed. With people acting like that, 
& warning would simply be an invitation 
to disaster. To compel people to keep in- 
doors would need a regulation passed 
under the Defence of the Realm Act. 

It is announced from Paris that the Ger- 
mans intend to put 3,500 aeroplanes into 
action by next spring. This may, of 
course, be their present intention, and 
doubtless the French authorities have some 
ground for the statement. 'f Germany 
alone could place such a number of aero- 
planes in use, it might be considered 
alarming, but then Germany has to face 
several Powers who can each put 3,500 
aeroplanes in the field next spring, if 
necessary. It is quite possible that such
